t rj,S.H. 319(E).— The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, which the 
Central Government proposes to make in exorcise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Prevention of Tood Adul¬ 
teration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954). after consultation with Central Committee for Food Standards, is hereby published as required by sub-section 
(Hof the saidFoction 23 of for the information of all persons likeiy to be affected thereby, and notiee is hereby given that the said 
draft rules will bo taken into consideration after the expiry of 45 days from the date on which the copies of the Garotte of 1 ndia, in which this 
notification is published are made available to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions, which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft rule- bch'ic the cxpiiy ol the 
period > specified, will bo considered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

I These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1979. 

2. H the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955. in Appendix-B for item A, 11,02. 21, following item shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“A 1102.21; Ghee moans the pure clarified fat derived solely from milk or curd or from deshi (cooking) butter or from cream to which 
no colouring matter or preservative has been added. The standards of quality of ghee produced in a State or Union Territory specified 
in colors j 2 of the Table below shall be as specified against the said State ot Union Territory in the corresponding columns 3, 4,5 and 6 
of the said Table.
